CHURCH DOORS 


Dispute Over Colored Mem­ 
bers Rouses Bishop 
Manning. 


New York, Oct. 24 (AP)—Bishop 
William T. M anning 
helped force 
an entrance into All Soul’s P rotes­ 
ta n t Episcopal church, which had 
been closed by by its rector, and de­ 
livered a serm on Sunday declaring 
it the ‘‘plain duty” of the church 
“to adm inister to the people of the 
com munity, 
white 
and 
colored 
alike.'” 
Despite the statem ent of some 
of the vestrym en th a t anyone who 
attem pted ti enter the church Sun­ 
day m ight be arrested for trespass. 
Bishop M anning appeared a t the 
appointed time, 
ordered

sm ith to pry off locks and force 
ipcn doors, and assisted th e Rev. 
RoUin 
Dodd, rector, 
in 
holding 
services am id scaffolding, shavings 
and plasterers’ canvas. 
Rector Deprived Of Keys 
The 
church, 
a t 
E ighty-eighth 
street and St. Nicholas avenue, had 
been closed by the vestrym en and 
the rector deprived of his 
keys. 
The Rev* Mr. Dodd said the action 
w*as token because he refused 
to 
hold separate services for negroes 
and whites. 
The m ajority of the 
vestrym en said it was because of 
the necessity of repairs. 
Bishop M anning declared in his 
serm on th a t the action of th e ves­ 
trymen was “apparently w ith the 
purpose of preventing the rector 
from continuing this policy of ad ­ 
m itting colored people to the serv­ 
ices. 
"This action,” 
he 
said, “is not 
only uncanonical and illegal, it is 
contrary to th e central principles 
of our religion.” 
The 
congregation 
w*as 
part 
white, part negro, w ith a sc a tte r­ 
ing of children. The district w here 
the church is located has in recent 
years become largely populated by 
negroes.
